and  British  Colombia  wonid,  fcr  the  present 
at  least,  be  most  advantageonsly  and  con 
Teniently  placed  at  the  City  of  Victoria,  it 
being  sitaated  on  the  high  road  ot  travel  to 
both  Americaa  and  British  possessions,  the 
centre  of  commerce  and  resort,  and  the  pivot 
ot  postal  and  steamboat  oomrauoicatioQ 
botb  domeatic  and  foreign,  possessed  of 
superior  and  established  advantages,  as  well 
toi  the  internal  goveroment  of  the  coantry 
as  for  holding  easy  and  rapid  communication 
trith  England,  Her  Majesty's  fleet  and 
foreign  ports,  including  the  recently  formed 
America  Territory  of  Alaska,  we  cordiaHy 
endorse  their  prayer,  and  also  the  politic 
course  the  memorialists  bave  pursued. 

Mr  A.  J.  Langley  seconded  the  preamble 
and  resolution.  Ha  was  pleased  to  know 
that  we  bad  friends  at  home  working  for  ns. 
When  we  bad  friends  and  frieoda  in  need,  it

.  praoiation  of  their  friendship  (applause).

.  lAfler  oonaiderablc  diacasaion,  daring  which 

'  it  waa  elicited  that  the  highcat  naval  and 

>  aniiitarj  authcritioa   aeqaainted   with  the 

vooaatrj  had  expreaaed  decided  opiuione  in 

favor  of  Victoria  and  EaqalDalt  Ming  the 

Beat  of  QoToronwni,  and  that  pnblio  opinion 


in  England  likewise  endorsed  the  same,  it 
was  determined  to  transmit  a  petition  to  His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  Her  Maj4 
esty's  Secretary  of  Slate  for  the  Colonies.  A 
memorial  was  accordingly  drawn  up  which 
in  a  short  time  received  the  signatures  of 
Heventy  firms  or  individaals.  The  memorial 
was  presented  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham, 
and  a  copy  was  sent  out  to  him  (the  Speaker) 
for  publication  here.  He  did  not  publish  it 
then,  for  the  reason  that  it  arrived  by  the 
Jteamer  that  was  to  take  Mr  Birch  away. 
Everyone  knows  the  hostility  of  Mr  Birch  to 
V  ictorians,  and  it  was  decided  not  to  'publish  it 
antil  be  bad  ^one,  as  it  was  desirable  that  the 
Governor  should  be  left  to  form  his  own  judg- 
ment'. It  was  not  published  tor  some  time 
afterwards,  because  it  was  imperfect,  the  rex 
solutions  of  the  Council  not  having  reached 
borne  at  the  time  the  memorial  was  sent  into 
the  Duke.  The  Governor  had  received  inli* 
matioo  that  anoh  a  document  was  in  exist- 
ence, and  that  it  was  in  Victoria.  Certain 
emissariea  were  running  around  Victoria,  in 
a  clandestine  way,  trying  to  get  the  doca« 
raent  to  show  it  to  the  Governor,  so  as  to  win 
his  favor;  so  ba  (tb?  Speaker)  next  day 
sent  it  to  the  Governor  nuaatheotioated.  Use 
had  been  made  of  it,  that  he  would  rather 
not  at  present  disclose,  but  might  do  so  at 
some  future  time.  When  the  second  me- 
morial rei%obed  him,  the  doctor  said  that  be 
took  it  to  the  Governor  himself.  He  had  no 
idea  in  what  spirit  the  second  memorial  was 
received  at  the  Colonial  Office,  but  bad  been 
told  the  memorialists  were  graciously  reoei/ed, 
but  were  informed  that  no  decision  wonId 
be  made  until  despatches  from  the  Governor 
bad  been  received.  Up  to  the  middle  of 
August,  these  despatches  and  the  resolntiona 
ot  the  Council  had  not  reached  the  Home 
Government.  It  was  likely  that  Mr  Bireh 
took  them  with  him,  believing  it  waa  advisa- 
ble  that  they  should  not  gel  there  before  be 
did  (laughter.)  Up  to  the  1st  of  September, 
everything  went  well.  Since  then  be  feared 
that  no  attention  had  been  paid  to  the 
memorial.  He  feared  this  from  reasons  he  did 
not  care  at  present  to  disclose.  He  aaid 
that  Victorians  had  been  represented  to  the 
Colonial  Office  as — well,  no  better  than  they 
ought  to  be.  If  the  present  Colonial  Minis- 
ter was  prejodiced  by  the  Executive  to  regard 
ns  as  unfavorably,  as  previona  Colonial  rulera 
bad  been  brought,  he  would  set  na  down  aa  a 
set  of  scoundrels  and  the  petition!  of 
the  people  would  meet  with  no  attenti 
ion.  He  did  not  believe  that  New  Weat« 
minster  had  any  legal  right  to  the  capi- 
tal of  the  United  Ooloniea.  New  Westmioa 
iter  was  merely  capital  ol  Britiah  Oolambia, 
not  of  Vanooaver  laland.  T'-sre  waa  no 
Seat  of  Government  ol  the  United  Coloniaa 
since  anion.  The  capital  waa  not  a  qneation 
reitiDg  open  the  depth  or  width  of  FntNr

ri?er,  the  sandbeads,  Ibe  harbor  of  Barrard 
Inlet,  or  whether  New  Westminster  was  a 
good  site  or  a  bad  one  for  the  capital.  We 
bad  merely  to  consider  what  is  best  for  the 
Colony<  What  is  the  Seat  of  GoTernment 
for?  It  must  be  coD\6Di8nt  for  the  iDternal 
goverment  of  the  Colony,  or  it  must  be  con- 
venient for  communication  with  foreign 
ooantries.  With  regard  to  the  internal 
government,  it  rested  opoo  two  points — ibt 
convenience  of  the  public  and  the  conven 
ience  of  the  Government.  Tbe  people  had 
spoken  and 'declared  that  Victoria  was  the 
most  oonvenient  point  for  them  (applause. ) 
The  Government  should  be  as  acceptable  ae 
possible  to  tbe  people.  Governments  were 
made  to  be  bothered  and  should  not  get  out 
of  the  way.  Victoria  bad  evety  conven. 
ience  for  tbe  transaction  of  public  business- 
Tbe  Governor  ought  to  be  where  be  can  see 
what  is  going  on.  He  ought  to  be  a  man  to 
encourage,  to  help  and  to  advise  the  people, 
eppecially  in  our  Colony,  where  tbe  Governor 
is  the  chief  executive  officer  (applause.) 
With  regard  to  oar  locatiun  with  re 
spect  to  intercourse  with  foreign  ports  and 
neighboring  powers,  be  thought  none  would 
dispute  [applause].  If  Np"  WestmioBter 
and  Victoria  were  similarly  situated  with  re- 
gard to  the  internal  government  of  tbe  Col- 
ony, Victoria  was  better  situated  with  regard 
to  carrying  on  correspondonoe  with  abroad. 
Since  the  acquisition  ol  Alaska  by  tbe  United 
States  we  were  like  a  nut  between  a  pair  ol 
nutcrackers  [laughter],  and  complications 
must  soon  arise  that  will  render  it  necessary 
for  the  Governor  to  be  accessible  from 
abroad.  The  life  of  tbe  Colony  was  at  Vic- 
toria and  at  Cariboo  ;  but  Victoria  must  be 
the  capital  because  of  its  location.  Every 
one  in  the  Colony  said  that  Victoria  was  tbe 
best  location  for  the  capital.  Why,  then,  war 
it  not  fixed  here  V  Tbe  only  reason  tbbt  he 
ooald  discern  was  because  tbe  people  of  New 
Westminster  said  they  bad  bougbt  their  lots 
there  with  the  idea  that  that  was  always  to 
be  the  capital.  That  promise  was  fulfilled 
prior  to  Union.  Victoria  had  a  vested  ngbi 
in  Free  Trade  which  was  sacrificed  by  Union, 
and  if  New  Westminster  bad  vested  rights 
in  the  town  lots,  Victoria  had  vested  right* 
in  tbe  maintenance  of  Free  Trade  and  town 
lots,  too.  If  it  were  said  that  the  people  ol 
Vancouver  Island  demanded  tbe  abrogation 
of  Free  Trade  and  thereby  parted  with  tbe 
vested  right,  it  might  be  said  that  the  people 
of  the  whole  country  demanded  that  the  seat 
of  Governmaat  should  be  at  Victoria,  thereby 
doing  away  with  any  vested  rigbta  New 
WestminBtar  might  imagine  barself  to  pos 
•eta.  Tbe  Exeeative  Cooocillora  were  New 
WNtmioaler  lot  ownert,  and  be  did  not  be 
lieve  that  the  people  of  tbia  Oolony  would 
ooneent  to  allow  the  membera  of  that  Coaa* 
oil  to  aae  tbe  power  placed  i"  their  beads 


for  the  benefit  'of  the  Colony  for 
the  purpose  of  enbancing  the  value  of  their 
real  estate.  Tbe  Government  should  never 
be  partisan.  The  Government  was  using 
the  people's  means  in  opposition  to  the  wish 
of  the  people.  The  people  had  built  up  a 
city  here;  but  fouod  that. tbe  Government 
instfad  of  protecting  tbe  interests  ol  tbe  city, 
<VBS  endeavoring  to  make  New  Westminster 
tbe  superior  of  Victoria  [applausej.  He  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  coupld  a  statement 
of  our  grievances  in  other  respects  with  tbia 
question  ;  many  of  those  grievances,  he  be- 
eved,  sprang  from  tbe  unsettled  condition 
of  this  question  and  tbe  neglect  of  Her  Ma- 
esty's  Government,  who,  he  ieared,  would 
not  listen  to  the  voioa  of  this  Colony  until  it 
was  brought  home  in  a  much  stronger  way 
than  the  expressions  contained  in  the  me- 
morial. The  hon.  gentleman  retired  amid 
great  applause. 

Hon.  G.  A.  Walkem,  M.L.C.  for  Cariboo, 
said  this  was  th"  first  time  he  had  had  the 
honor  of  appF  ng  befoie  a  Victoria  au« 
dieoce.  The  Ca  iboo  miners  were  interested 
in  the  struggle  that  was  going  on  here  [ap- 
plaui^e].  The  people  of  New  Westininster 
set  themselves  up  as  tbe  arbiters,  not  oafy  of 
their  own  town,  but  of  Victoria  and  Cariboo 
nod  the  whole  Colony.  In  neither  Victoria 
or  New  Westminster  had  ha  one  dollar'* 
worth  of  real  estate  ;  bnt^  as  a  private  indi- 
vidual, he  endorsed  all  that  had  been  said  by 
Ur.  Helmcken,  and  he  had  no  doubt  all  Carl** 
booites  present  thought  tbe  same  way  [pro* 
longed  applause] 

The  preamble  and  resolution  were  ttnaa» 
imously  carried. 

Dr.  Powell  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved— ThSiX  desirous  of  expressing  our 
gratitude,  and  our  appreciation  of  the  rala« 
able  service  rendered,  we  tender  our 
heartfelt  thanks  to  Donald  Fraser-  Esq.,  At  G. 
Dallas  Esq.,  Gilbert  M.  Sproat  Esq.,  and 
others  ;  the  Banks,  Mercantile  Firms,  and 
gentlemen  who  have  in  tbe  hour  of  need 
interested  themselves  in  favor  of  this  sadly 
neglected  Colony,  for  their  kind,  laborious aad 
meritorious  services  in  its  behalf,  and  whilst 
beg);ing  that  they  will  continue  their  active 
exertions,  we  also  pledge  ourfelveii  to  aid 
their  endeavors  as  far  as  our  now  restricted 
freedom  will  permit. 

Dr.  Powell  said  that  it  was  pleasant  to 
know  that  we  had  friends  so  able,  so  williog 
and  so  ormpetent  to  lay  before  the  Home 
Uovarnment  a  statement  of  oar  wronga  and 
wantB,  which  be  believed  spraag  chiefly 
from  the  whims  and  eaprioe*  of  thote  high  io 
poaitioa  in  the  Oolony  repplMsej.  If  tbe 
Oolonial  OGBce  wanted  faither  proof  of  the 
feeling  of  the  oonniry,  tbe  namea  ot  nioeteeo- 
tweatielbi  of  the  people  from  Viotoria  to 
Cariboo  eoold  be  obtaioec  la  taYor  of  Tio* 
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toria  ••  the  capital, 

oC  Oavernnent  bad  much  to  do  with  our 
pretent  mitery;  but  he  did  not  lise  to  give 
eiprestioD  to  bis  opiDion  of  the  QuveiomeDt 
and  its  acli.  Mcsars.  Fraier,  Dailai,  Sproai 
and  otbera  were  largely  inteiested  in  the 
fatare  welfare  ol  the  Colony,  aod  for  the 
part  they  bad  takeu  in  this  matter  they  de- 
Mrved  the  beany  eodoraemeDt  of  this  meet- 
ing and  of  ail  well-wisbera  of  tbu  Colony 
[obeers.] 

Mr  W.  K.  Ball  bad  pleaaare  in  aeoondinft 
the  reiolntion.  He  bad  hoped  the  question 
would  be  aettied  long  ago ;  but  it  seemed 
we  were  just  as  far  from  a  settlement  of  tbe 
question  as  ever.  We  little  thought  when 
voting  (or  Union  that  we  should  have  a 
fight  about  the  capitah  We  little  thought 
oftbose  little  letters  from  tbe  Ruede  la  Paiz, 
or  the  gentleman  at  New  Wesimiaster  steeped 
to  tbe  lips  with  prejudice  against  Victoris. 
It  seemed  quite  enough  that  if  Victoria 
wanted  a  thing  done  that  it  shouldn't  be 
done  (laughter  and  applause).  It  really 
seemed  to  him  that  the  party  who  slanda  in 
our  way  is  lbs  very  party  who  should  be 
with  us,  and  he  felt  eure  that  until  he  was 
removed  there  would  be  no  settlement 
of  the  question.  He  believed  thiit  meeting 
would  be  bat  a  preliminary  oue  to  ask  the 
Home  Uovernment  to  recall  Qoveraor  Sey- 
mour.    [Prolonged  applause.] 

The  seooad  resolution  was  carried  unani 
mosly. 

Mr  M.  W.  T.  Drake  said  that  special 
thanks  ought  to  be  given  to  Mr  Donald 
Fraser,  who  bad  drawn  up  the  eeoood  mem- 
orial, and  who  having  stood  by  us  through 
good  report  and  bad,  now  stood  ready  to  do 
still  more  in  our  behalf.  We  most  place  our 
friends  in  London  in  a  position  to  state  that 
their  action  is  endorsed  by  tbe  people  of  the 
Colony.  He  therefore  moved  the  following 
resolution. 

Resolved — That  our  special  thanks  are  dne 
and  given  to  our  esteemed  fellow- colonist, 
Donald  Fraser,  Esq.,  in  the  integrity  ol 
whose  intentions  we  have  tbe.  fullest  confi- 
dence, for  the  offer  of  his  services  in  England, 
should  occasion  require.  Whilst  accept- 
ing this  generous  oSer,  we  nevertbeless  earn- 
estly and  oonfidently  hope  that  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  tbe  Colonies 
will,  according  to  Constitutional  usage,  ao 
cede  to  tbe  welNunderstood  wishes  ot  the 
people,  as  expressed  by  petitions,  and  to  tbe 
deaire  of  the  Legislative  Council  as  shown 
b;  their  Besolutions,  and  by  so  doing  in  some 
neasure  remove  the  now  existing  end  con- 
tinaaily  inereaaing  diseoateol  and  assist  in 
reatortng  that  coDfidenoe  wblefa  is  ao  nncb 
needed,  and  tbos  material iy  aid  in  reviving 
the  pragresa  and  promoting  the  fatnre  welfare 
of  tiM  entiif  Colony. 


He  believed  the  sy8iein[  Mr  John  Wilkie  seconded  the  resolalfon  of 
Mr  Drake.  Mr  Donald  Fraser  bad  dona  hie 
best  to  secure  this  place  as  the  Capital ;  ha 
had  devoted  not  only  labor  but  thooght  to 
ibeBubjeot;  and  it  was  but  right  that  we 
should  recognize  his  servioea  in  a  proper 
manner  (applause). 

The  resolution  was  carried  by  aoclamik- 
lion. 
Mr  B.  P.  Griffin  moved  the  following  : 
iZe«o<t)«(f— That  a  copy  of  these  resolution* 
be  sent  to  His  Excelleooy  tbe  Governor  witb 
the  respectful  request  that  be  wiU  forward 
them  at,  the  first  opportunity  to  Her  Maj/> 
esty's  principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Ooionies ,  and  that  a  copy  also  be  sent  to 
Donald  Fraser,  Esq.,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  be  made  known  to  tbe  frienda  of  the 
Colony  in  Eogland. 

Hon  W.  J.  Maedonald  fully  concurred  in 
the  expressions  oontaioed  in  the  resolutions, 
a:;d  was  very  glad  to  see  that  tbe  services  of 
those  gentlemen  who  are  exerting  themselves 
in  England  ior  our  benefit  were  appreciated. 
They  deserved  all  tbe  thanks  that  could  be 
bestowed  on  them,  and  more  particularly  as 
tbey  are  not  supposed  to  feel  so  keenly  the 
wrongs  under  which  we  are  labouring  as  we 
do,  beiag  men  of  independence,  who  can  live» 
whatever  becuroea  of  tbe  Colony.  On  the 
other  band  it  was  to  be  lamented  that  it 
should  be  necesuary  io  keep  up  agitation 
about  a  matter  that  sbonld  have  been  settled 
long  before  now.  When  a  large  majority  of 
tbe  oolonisia  petition  in  a  respeciful  manner, 
and  these  petitions  are  supported  by  the  Leg- 
islative Coancil,  tbe  Cseonitive  should  bow 
to  such  a  struDg  expression  of  public  opinion, 
especially  when  no  question  of  a  political 
charact'~r  in  iovolved,  and  nothing  asked  for 
chat  would  in  any  way  interfere  with  func- 
tions of  tbe  executive.  At  aoy  rate,  no 
partiality  should  be  shown,  and  question* 
like  this  of  the  Seat  ot  Government  ought  to 
be  represented  to  tbe  Home  Government  in 
their  true  light  and  free  from  local  prejudice. 

The  resolution  was  passed  without  a  dis» 
sentient  voice,  and  Mr  Burnaby  moved  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman. 

Hon  Dr  Uelmoken  seconded,  and  in  doing 
so  impressed  upon  tbe  minds  of  those  pres* 
ent  the  fact  that  this  qaemion  was  not  a  local 
one.  It  was  a  question  in  wbioh  tbe  whole 
country  was  interested,  and  npon  its  isane 
depended  the  oommeroe  of  tbe  Colony.  If 
the  decision  was  given  against  Victoria  the 
people  must  not  allow  it  to  rest,  otherwise 
tbe  Colony  would  d  viodle  away  into  insigni- 
fioanoe.  Bat  he  mdintained  tnat  Her  Maj* 
esty's  Government  bad  uo  right  to  deteriftina 
the  queation  in  a  manner  adversely  to  tb» 
withes  of  tbe  country. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  carried  bj  •iBeli* 
matioa  aod  tbe  meeting  leparaiiBd.
